The Board of Trustees of the Public Library hereby sub- 
mits its Seventeenth Annual Report. 

At the regular Annual Meeting of the Trustees, Rev. J. P. 
Newell was re-elected president and treasurer, Mrs. Margaret 
A. Leach secretary, and Mrs. Jennie F. Center librarian. 

There is little that need be said with regard to our Public 
Library, as no material changes have been made during the 
past year. The advantages of the library are appreciated by 
all those of our people, young or old, who are fond of read- 
ing good books. One of the advantages of a public town li- 
brary is, that it not only supplies valuable reading matter to 
those whose habits and tastes are already formed, but it is 
also an efficient means for forming such habits where they do 
not already exist. And so the people of Litchfield are too in- 
telligent not to appreciate the importance of a well selected 
library, and therefore they cheerfully bear the expense of its 
maintenance from year to year. 

A goodly number of carefully selected books have been 
added to the library during the past year by the trustees and 
also by the Ladies Social Circle, anda variety of magazines 
and pamphlets have been furnished by individuals. Miss 
Seraphine P. Bixby has generously donated to the library a 
set of twenty volumes, entitled ‘‘Illustrated Library Won- 
ders.’’
